“It is the intention of the Burrows company to instal mills on 
their limits as soon as transportation facilities are available. We 
will have the mill on the McLeod river in operation this summer. 
A mill will also be put on the Pembina river berth as soon as the

a portion of their Peace river line this year, and I believe that one 
of the big contracting firms is already negotiating to take over the 
contract.”

The case arose in connection with 


H. Smith was oftlcial assignee. The 
defendants claimed a considerable por- 
tion of Dodge's property as security 
for indebtedness, ineluding a chattel 
mortgage on Dodge’s store on Jasper 
avenue, The defendant seized goods 
under this chattel mortgage, but be- 
fore they were sold Dodge’ assigned 
ta the official assignee, who brought 
action to set aside all security, includ- 
ing the chattel mortgage, and obtained 
an injunction ex parte. The plaintiff 
relies on the fact that ‘the defendant 
company is a Winnjpeg concern, not 
registered under the foreign com- 
panies ordinanee. Geo, B. O'Connor, 
appearing for Sinith, contends — that 
this fact made all the security void, 
and that the company could not even 
file any claim against the estate. , 

It has been established that foreign 
companies cannot recover on certain 
contracts made at a time when they 
are not registered in the province. 
The exceptions are in respect to 
sales made by travellers, and sales 
made through correspondence, In 
this case, however, the proceedings 
were. not-instituted by the company — 
they were brought by the assignee, 
the goods ‘having already been seized 
by the:defendant. The supreme court 
en bane will decide whether a foreign 
company, has .such status. that. it can 
sucéessfully resist an action brought 
against it in a case-of this character, 
or whether the: disqualification: which 
prevents a-foreign company from. in= 
stituting proceedings, also» disqual- 
ifies {t from defending an action 
brought against it.The action has 
been. instituted as a testcase, to dis- 
cover the status of foreign companies 
in this particular.
